Tackwood 
and  the 


"Glass  House  Tapes"    s 


In  mid-September  of  1971,  Louis  Tackwood,  an  agent- 
provocateur  working  for  both  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Inves- 
tigation and  the  Criminal  Conspiracy  Section  (CCS)  of  the 
Los  Angeles   Police   Department,   contacted   the  Citizens' 
Research  and  Investigating  Committee  (CRIC),  and  in  an 
open  press  conference,  broadcast  live  on  KPFK,  made  some 
explosive  allegations. 

Tackwood  described  Los  Angeles'  "secret  police"  —the  CCS 
—and  charged  that  Inside  the  "Glass  House"  (Parker  Center) 
a  series  of  plans  sere  being  developed.  These  Involved  Louis 
Tackwood  himself,  as  the  head  of  a  team  of  Black  and  Chl- 
cano  provocateurs  who  would  provoke  street  violence  dur- 
ing the  GOP  Convention  demonstrations  In  San  Diego.  In- 
side the  Convention  Hall  itself,  Tackwood  charged,  plastlque 
explosives,  built  into  furniture,  would  be  ignited  to  malm 
and  kill  Republican  delegates.  This  unprecented  state  of  vio- 
lence would  persuade  the  head  of  the  Pentagon's  Special  An- 
alysis Division  to  recommend  to  President  Nixon  that  a  state 
of  national  emergency  be  declared.  During  the  ensuing  crises 
resulting  from  these  actions,  forged  documents  would  be 
"discovered"  Inside  the  Democratic  National  Committee  of- 
fice, where  they  had  been  planted,  that  would  tie  the  Demo- 
cratic Party,  the  anti-war  movement,  and  liberation  groups 
to  the  violence. 

Louis  Tackwood  and  the  agents  under  him  were  to  be  "han- 
dled" and  "run"  by  agents  in  the  L.A.P.D.'s  Criminal  Con- 
spiracy Section  and  the  FBI.  The  special  unit's  name  was 
"Squad  19."  • 

E.  Hov\ard  Hunt  and  G.  Gordon  LIddy  broke  into  Daniel 
Ellsberg's  psychiatrist's  office  over  the  Labor  Day  weekend 
of  1971. 

Tackwood  maintains  they  contacted  him  twice  while  they 
were  in  Southern  California  during  August  and  September 
of  that  year. 


This  September-two  years  after  that  shocking  broadcast  on 
KPFK-r/7e  Glass  House  Tapes:  The  Story  of  an  Agent-Pro- 
vocateur and  the  New  Police-Intelligence  Complex  will  be 
published  by  Avon  Books. 

The  original  Louis  Tackwood  press  conference,  held  and 
broadcast  on  KPFK,  and  attended  by  the  representatives 
of  every  leading  news  medium  In  the  city,  as  well  as  jour- 
nalists from  the  major  national  press,  resulted  In  front-page 
stories  in  the  New  York  Times,  the  Washington  Post,  the 
Los  Angeles  Times,  and  several  local  stations  In  this  area. 
In  the  main,  however,  the  reaction  was  one  of  incredulity, 
cynicism  and  fear. 

The  Watergate  affair  has  clarified  to  the  public  the  reality 
of  wiretapping,  forgery,  the  use  of  paid  agitators,  physical 
assault,  and  perjury  from  high  government  officials.  The 
Tackwood  revelations,  seen  In  the  light  of  the  disclosures 
regarding  planned  disturbances  in  San  Diego,  are  being  giv- 
en serious  consideration  today,  by  the  same  skeptics  from 
that  1971  KPFK  press  conference.

"I  saw  a  lot  of  people  killed,  I  killed  a  lot  of  people,"  said 
Scott  Camil  who  testified  to  combat  operations  and  atroci- 
ties in  Vietnam  in  tfie  film  Winter  Soldier.    Scott  is  one  of 
the  Gainesville  8.  In  his  opening  statement  in  court  on  Aug- 
ust 4,  he  stated,  "The  trial  is  an  attempt  to  discredit  Viet- 
nam Veterans  Against  the  War  in  order  to  help  cover  up  the 
criminal  acts  committed  against  the  people  of  Indochina  by 
the  United  States  of  America.  .  .  . 

"The  evidence  will  show  a  direct  correlation  between  the 
escalation  of  murder  in  Vietnam,  the  escalation  of  our  at- 
tempts to  bring  the  truth  out,  and  the  escalation  of  attacks 
by  the  government  against  Vietnam  Veterans  Against  the 
War." 

Chief  prosecutor  S.J.  Carrouth  does  not  acknowledge  the 
correlation.  "This  case  is  not  against  the  organization.  It 
has  nothing  to  do  with  this  organization."  In  spite  of  Na- 
tional VVAW/WSO's  obvious  support  for  the  defendants, 
Carrouth  went  on  to  claim  that  the  8  men  charged  are  not 
representative  of  the  organization,  but  form  "a  radical  splin- 
ter group  of  VVAW,  that  the  organization  wouldn't  go  a- 
long  with."  Carrouth  explained  the  government's  conspira- 
cy theory: 

During  the  Republican  Convention,  held  last  August  in  Mi- 
ami Beach,  the  conspirators  planned  to  attack  police  and 
police  cars  with  ball  bearings  and  fried  marbles  fired  from 
wrist  rocket  sling  shots.  These  weapons,  says  Carrouth, 
"concealed  in  the  groin  or  in  the  ankle— beneath  bell-bot- 
tom trousers"  would  be  used  against  police  "to  provoke 
them  to  attack  peaceful  legal  demonstrators"  who  would 
then  respond. 

While  the  riot  was  going  on  in  Miami  Beach,  "fire  teams" 
of  three  to  five  men  would  be  used  to  "attack  stores,  po- 
lice substations  and  police  cars  in  Miami"  with  automatic 


weapons,  rifles,  incendiary  devices  (home-made  bombs,  gre- 
nades and  molotov  cocktails).  These  attacks  would  be  used 
as  "a  diversion  tactic  to  draw  the  police  away  from  Miami 
Beach  to  Miami  so  that  the  rioters  would  be  able  to  escape." 

Defense  attorney  Larry  Turner  told  the  jurors  "Mr.  Carrouth 
has  told  you  what  they're  trying  to  prove.  The  prosecution 
must  prove  that  through  evidence  beyond  a  doubt. 

"There  are  a  number  of  agent  informers  who  will  testify 
for  the  government  in  this  case,"  Turner  went  on  to  say. 
"When  evidence  comes  from  witnesses,  evaluate  who  is  say- 
ing It,  for  whom  did  they  work,  on  whose  payroll  were 
they?  Evaluate  what  they  were  doing." 

Turner  went  on  to  talk  about  agent  provocateurs  "who  try 
to  get  people  to  violate  the  law.  About  a  year  ago."  said 
Turner,  who  spent  two  years  as  an  assistant  district  attor- 
ney, "I  might  not  have  made  that  statement  about  agent 
provocateurs,  but  today  in  the  age  of  Watergate.  ,  ," 

At  that  point,  Carrouth  stood  up  and  asked  to  have  the 
word  "Watergate"  stricken  from  the  record. 

"The  reason  I  said  it."  Turner  said,  "is  that  these  people 
were  doing  Watergate  types  of  things.  A  Cuban  employed 
by  the  FBI  and  the  Dade  County  police,  who  tried  to  sell 
guns  to  Scott  Camil,  was  the  same  man  who  was  asked  to 
go  to  Watergate." 

Judge  Arnow  eventually  silenced  Turner  saying  that  he 
could  see  nothing  that  justified  using  "government  miscon- 
duct" as  a  defense— this  only  three  days  after  two  FBI  a- 
gents  were  found  in  a  room  next  door  to  the  defense  of- 
fice with  telephone  bugging  equipment.  "I  think  we  have 
a  fundamental  disagreement  concerning  law,  Mr.  Turner. 
The  government  is  not  on  trial  here,  these  defendants  are."

The  majority  of  Free  Press  staff  and  writers,  led  by  Free  Press  founder  and  editor  Art 
Kunkin,  walked  away  from  the  Free  Press  offices  at  6013  Hollywood  Blvd.  at  9AM, 
Monday  August  6,  holding  protest  picket  signs  to  begin  publication  of  a  new  alternative 
newspaper,  the  LOS  ANGELES  WEEKLY  NEWS,  at  5401  Santa  Monica  Blvd. 

Two  weeks  ago  Free  Press  owners  Troy  Boal  and  Don  Partrick,  former  San  Diego 
pornographers  who  purchased  the  Free  Press  in  1971,  made  the  last  payment  on  the 
paper  and  immediately  fired  editor  Art  Kunkin.  They  also  broke  relations  with  KPFK 
and  the  Alternative  Media  Network  (formerly  Underground  Press  Syndicate.) 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Free  Press  staff  and  editor  Kunkin,  the  firing  took  place  be- 
cause of  Kunkin's  anti-Nixon  stance  and  his  concern  with  developing  alternative 
political  institutions  and  alternative  life  styles.  In  the  staff's  opinion,  the  Free  I'ress 
owners  will  now  publish  a  paper  financed  by  massage  parlor  advertising  which  deals 
only  with  L.A.  Civic  Center  problems. 

The  new  alternative  paper,  the  WEEKLY  NEWS,  will  be  on  the  stands  when  this 
folio  appears,  will  not  contain  sexual  advertising  degrading  to  women,  will  continue 
the  original  Free  Press  conception  of  being  a  printed  complement  to  the  democratic 
programming  policies  of  KPFK,  and  will  vigorously  pursue  a  policy  of  publishing 
alternative  news  about  the  avante-garde  in  politics  and  the  arts.
